PILISBURY HELD FOR TRIAL. 


Man Who Attempted to Slay Rival 

and Sweetheart Charged with At- 

tempt to Commit Murder. 

SAN PEDRO, Nov. 8.-—-Frank Pilie- 
bury, accused of assault with the in- 
tent of committing murder, was 
bound over to the Superior Court to- 
day by Judge Chesbro, who presided 
at the preliminary hearing.

Paralyzing. 


OF BALKAN WAR. 


People Are Left in Extreme 
Poverty. 


One-cighth of the Soldiers 
‘Peérished. 


Countries Were Poor at: the 
Beginning. 


[New York Sun.] That an appal- 
ling price was paid by the Balkan al- 
lies for the ldnd wrested from fhe 
Turks is shown by a comprehensive 
review of the situation following the 
Bucharest “settlement” in the New 
York Bun. That the Balkan question, 
so often declared “settled” by dip- 
lomatic negotiation is really finally 
settied is, of course, open to doubt. 
The recent repeated outbreaks and 
threats of others are too fresh in me- 
mory to give any feeling of certainty 
as to that. 

Turkey was enabled to recover 
some of her lost territory after the 
Silies began fighting among them- 
selves. However, although the re- 
covery of Adrianople goes far to- 
ward assuaging Turkey's wounded 
pride, the fact remains that as a re- 
sult, final as far as anything in the 
Balkans can be said to be final, of 


Turkey stands stripped of all her Bu- 
ropean possessions except for the nar- 
row ribbon leas than seventy-five miles 
wide, lying between Constantinople 
and Adrianople. 


From the lost territory four coun- 
tries have enriched themselves and a 


Montenegro have 
boundaries, while Albania, which 
promises to offer_an interesting. ex- 
periment in state making for the com- 
ing generation of diplomats to dally 
with, has been created outright. Be- 
sides this Roumania, as the price of 
her noninterference in her neighbor's 
embroglio, has received a long-coveted 
slice off Northern Bulgaria, which

cost OF THE WAR IN LIVES. 


The total number of troops the 
Balkan allies could put in the field

about 860,000. 
100,000 died in battle or of 
The same ratio applied te the male 
population of the United States would 
mean the death of 8,000,000 n th 
less than a yeer as 4 result war. 
In money the last year has cost the 
four Balkan states about $400,000,- 
000, which is something like four 
times the combined annual budgets 
of the countries involved. Resuming 
again the comparison, it means that if 
the United States should make a sim- 
ilar outpouring of wealth on warfare 
a single year would cost $4.000,000,- 
000 


But another factor must be taken 
into account in estimating the cost 
of this new territory. The countries 
involved re wretchedly poor in the 
beginning 4 tremendously in debt. 
For twenty-five years, ever since they 
ould fairly lay claim to a national 
existence, théy have concentrgted all 
their efforts on preparation for their 
supreme task of <—ig the Turk out 
of Burope. During this time Bul- 

ja, Servia and Greece have spent 
roma a seventh to a quarter of their 
annual budgets on military and naval 
preparation. It is impossible for the 
American mind to grasp the signifi- 
cance, politically economically, of 
such figures. 

ACTIVITIES ‘PARALYZED. 

Equally impossible of realization to 
Americans is the extent to which the 
ordinary life of the country has 
paralyzed by the events of the last 
year, during which time the earning 
and producing capacity of the entire 
male population has practically ceased. 
When the troops were mobilized a 
year ago all the commercial and agri- 
cultural life of the people ctopped 
short except in so far as it touched 
military matters. 

Agriculture is the chief source of 
livelihood of all the® people, and 
agriculture more than anything else 
has been paralyzed. Cattle of every 
kind were commandeered for the use 
of the army, whether it was the car- 
riage pair of the city official or the 
fiea-bitten mule of the peasant. Such 
farming as has been done in the Bal- 
kane for the last year has been done 
by the women and children, with a 
result that ts pitifully inadequate for 
the needs of the whole people. 
AMready destitution is rife and there 
‘Me absolutely no hope of relief until 
after next season's harvest. The men 
are coming back to the devastated vii- | 
lages and farms, but they are coming 
back to destitution. Next year there 
will be some sort of harvest. for the 
pegsant women will ‘pull the plow 
themselves, but now there is ahend 
only famine*and a long, cold winter. 
Nothing can be expected from the sev- 
eral governments, for all are prac- 
tically without funds. 

INDIVIDUAL SUFFURING. 


The Balkans have paid for their 
new lands with appalling individual 
suffering. Every man and woman 
from the highest to the lowest has 
paid part of the price, home 
from the palace to the hovel has felt 
the pinch. And all this mass of hu- 
man suffering Nas brought, after all, 
only natio disappointment. The 
Balkan allies won a tremendous vic- 
tory over Turkey, but each of the Bal- 
kan states suffered a disappointment. 
Not one of them succeeded in reach- 
ing the goal for which it poured out 
its life. 

Montenegro sacrificed the flower of 
its manhood and left its women folk 
to face starvation in order that it 
might gain the city of Scutari. But

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AN ANCIENT TOWN DOOMED. 


The Historical Village of Cruces, at 
Panama, Must Be Abandoned Be- 
cause of the Canal Waters. 


(Washington Star:] Orders have 
been given for the abandonment of 
the village of Cruces, situated on the 
south bank of the C es River, a 
littie above Gamboa. All the bulld- 
ings are to be Gestroyed as soon as 
the town has been depopulated. 
Cruces is one of: the oldest settie- 
ments On the tethmus, and in earlier 
times was known as Venta Cruz. 

It Was an important station on the 
first transit route across the isthmus 
for the transportat‘on of gold, silver 
and merchandise from various 8pan- 
ish colonies on the Pacific to Spain, 
route which ran from the city 
of Panama to Nombre de Dios, on the 
shores of the Caribbean. 

The route was cut through the for- 
est and jungie, over Mountain 
and across mountain streams, and was 
roughiy paved with stones. It ran 
from Panama in a northeasterly di- 
rection for about twenty miles to a 
River, which 


Thence 
to Nombre de 


A Une of was established 
along the route. It was put In use in 
1618, and was the sole route between 
the two oceans unti] 1535, when the 
Charges, between Venta Cruz and 
the Atlantic, a distance of about 
thirty-six miles, was made navigable 
for boats of light draft, and a water 
route was established between Venta 
Crus and Nombre de Dies. The land 
route between these points was not 
abandoned, however, but continued to 
be used in confection with the water 
route. So well was the paving taid 
that parts of it remain in position to- 
day. The entire trail from Panama 
City to Cruces is still open, ani is used 
by the natives as a highway for pack 
mules and ponies. 

A toll gate is said to have been set 
up at Cruces in the latter half of the 
seventeenth century, and all traffic 
between the two oceans passet the 
Diace. In their March from Fort San 
Lorenzo, at the mouth of the Charges 
River, to attack old Panama, Henry 
Morgan and his men astended the 
river to Cruces. WVolleowing the con- 
atruction the Panama ratiroad, 
Cruces entered on a period of decad- 
ence, which has existed until this da-. 
The canal commission never instituted 
any changes there beyond including it 
within the Canal Zone school system. 

Most of the bullidings, which are 
bullt after the native style of bam- 
boo walls, with roofs ot thatch, are 
below the eighty-seven-foot contour. 
The number of houses in the village, 
according to the tax records of 19196, 
wes sizty, not inc'vding the church 
and schoolhouse, but some of these 
wWeré burned in th® fire of 1912. The 
Canal Zene census of 1912 showed 169 
people living there, consisting of 1382 
colored persons, thirty-six of mixed 
bieod and ote white.

Many Thefts Are So Strangely Sud- 
den that They Seem Almost Un- 
canny, as There Appears to Be No 
Accounting for the Disappearance 
of the Thicves.

tepa|Tobber than the man who makes jew- 


els his specialty, as the recent theft 
of a pear! necklace, of which the sell- 
ing price was fiwed at £150,000, while 


In this case, a pack- 
age, dispatched by registered post, 
containing the pearls, arrived tn Lon- 
don on July 16 last with only neatly 
arranged pieces of French sugar and 
some sawdust In it. The thief must 
have extracted the pearls after the 
parcel containing them had been 
posted in Paris and before it was 
Gelivered to Max Mayer, the Ownerf, at 
Hatton Garden.

DAY AND NIGHT WEATHER 
WARNINGB. 

At the close of the war, Col. Myer 
wee made chief signa) officcor of the 
army. Congress in 1870 authorized 
the taking of metgorological observa- 
tions at military stations so that the 
approach of storms might become 
known on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts and in the region of the Great 
lakes. The first simultaneous ob- 
servations were made at twenty-four 
military stations on the morning of 
November 1. 1878. 

The weather then was a military 
matter and the observers were 8o0!- 
@iere. Gen. Myer. for he seon at- 
tained that rank, established caution- 
ery day and night signals that cap- 
teins of ocean and lake vessels might 
know before leaving port whether 
ther were to encounter storms of 
wind or rain. He Gea sent out fe-

ers. 
Thus began the work of what is 


now known as the United States 
Weather Bureau. Ite menagement 
Was transferred ultimately to the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The army. 
however, retained its signal service 
and developed that 
military establishment as new die- 
coveries were mede in electricity and 
aeronautics. A brigadier-general has 
charge of all matters pertaining to 
signailing. He is expected to tind out 
what other countries are doing and 
to keep abreast of the times ai home.

Newspapers were not so widely cir- 
culated ag they are now, and the sig- 
nal fags on passenger trains was an 
excelient method for spreading infor- 
Mation about the weather. Farmers 
watched for the early morning trains 
which passed their doors, and hack- 
men at village depots circulated me- 
teorological news among merchants 
atid the rest of the inhabitants. 

“Tl had just graduated from 
the university,” Dr. Marvin told me,
